In 
replj'- to J.urthei’ iiKiuiry by U.S. .■fabassadar Gaffe ly on 
21 Octobor, the Egyptian Foreign Minister indicated that 
although he is uiying to luslp Zog, the Vice Pxmder, the 
Minister of the Interior and the minister of i.'inajice 1 , 
insist tiiat Zog settle his tax arrears. The iimbassador 
stated that he urged restraint and raoderatiau, and indicated 
subsequently to Ids GLA coivtiicb Uiat t’ds is about as far as
